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ABP Officers Indicted 


Omaha (AP) - A federal grand jury on Friday 


handed down a 105-count indictment charging two 
of the nation's largest meat packers and their top 
officers with conspiring to defraud nearly 900 
livestock feeders of more than 920 million shortly 
before filing for bankruptcy last January. 


The indictment names American Beef Packers 


Inc. (ABP), Omaha, and its wholly owned sub- 
sidiary, Beefland International Inc., Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, along with Frank R. West, Beef Packers 
founder, president and board chairman, and his 
most trusted adviser, Robert E. Lee, ABP vice 
president for livestock procurement. 


The indictment charges the defendants with 


making large cattle and hog purchases when they 
knew American Beef could not pay for them, and 
with diverting accounts receivable funds from 
creditors. 


It alledges the conspiracy culminated Jan. 7 


when ABP filed for protection and reorganization 
under Chapter 11 of the U.S. Bankruptcy Act. 


In addition, West and Donald Carlson, 


manager of the ABP plant in Omaha, are named in 
a second indictment alleging they bribed federal 
meat graders working in American Beef and 
Beefland plants. 


The conspiracy charges center on financial 


transactions in the days immediately preceding the 
bankruptcy filing. 


In one count, which is typical, the defendants are 


charged with having a 95,000 load of livestock 
transported from Amherst, S.D., for slaughter in 
Council Bluffs, "knowing the same to have been 
stolen, converted and taken by fraud." 


U.S. Atty. Daniel Wherry said the indictments 


climaxed an eight-month probe by his office, the 
FBI, the Packers and Stockyaids Administration 
and Postal Service inspectors. 


Wherry said the indictment covered transactions 


involving feeders in 16 states, but an assistant later 
said there might be only 13 states involved. 


He listed Iowa, Nebraska, Texas, California, 


Oklahoma, South Dakota, Minnesota, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Missouri, Kansas and In- 
diana. 


The indictment said the conspiracy began in 


June 1,1974, and culminated last Jan. 7 with ABP's 
filing for financial reorganization under Chapter 11 
of the federal Bankruptcy Act. 


West, the founder of ABP, and Lee "aided and 


abetted by each other devised and intended to 
devise a scheme and artifice to defraud" livestock 
raisers and other creditors, the indictment said. 


Included in the "other creditors"" category are 


ABP's largest secured creditor, General Electric 
Credit Corp., eight banks and the companies' 
stockholders. 


The indictment charges that between Jan. 3 


and Jan. 6 of this year, thedefendantsconspired to 
purchase cattle after ordering distant banks to 
return checks, and that on Jan. 3, the defendants 
ordered the issuance of $1,301,889 in certified 
checks to West's friends and business associates. 


Wherry said the conspiracy indictment charges 


West and Lee with 43 counts of mail fraud, 32 
counts of fraud by wire, 29 counts of interstate 
transportation of goods obtained through 
fraudulent means, and one count of conspiracy. In 
addition, six other ABP officers and former of- 
ficers, and the companies attorney, David Pavel, 
were named as unindicted co-conspirators. 


The bribery indictment charges that from Aug. 1, 


1973, until Aug= 16,1974, West and Carlson "willful- 
ly and knowingly did combine, conspire, con- 
ferederate and agree together... corruptly, direct- 
ly and indirectly" gave things of value to federal 
meat graders employed by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, "with intent to in- 
fluence the said meat graders decision and action" 
in the grading of carcasses processed in ABP and 
Beefland plants. 


The indictment lists 15 separate instances in 


which bribes were made, and Wherry said the in- 
vestigation of bribery of meat graders working in 
the Omaha-area is continuing.

Vnconven/ences' 
Felt In Turkey 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Americans in Turkey have been 
subjected to spotty harassment 
since the Turks began taking 
control of U.S. bases there two 
weeks ago, according to reports 
reaching the Pentagon. 


Some mail has been held up 


for a time, at least one food 
delivery was impeded, a fuel 
shipment to a major base was in- 
terrupted, 
and American 


customers were driven out of a 
post exchange by Turkish 
demonstrators 


But the Pentagon said "There 


are no major problems." 


Asked to assess the situation, 


the Pentagon said "there is no 
evidence of a policy of harass- 
ment of U.S. personnel, although 
there have been some reports of 
minor inconveniences." 


Obviously anxious to avoid 


widening the U.S.-Turkish split, 
the Pentagon said U.S. and 
Turkish commanders 
"are 


working together to insure the 
least possible disruption," to 
some 7.000 U.S. military per- 
sonnel and 5.000 civilians, mostly 
wives and children. 


The U.S. government has 


made no move to reduce the 
number of Americans in Turkey. 
And Pentagon officials said they 
have seen no indication that any 
significant percentage of ser- 
vicemen are sending their 
families home out of concern for 
their well being. 


In Ankara Friday, Foreign 


Minister Ihsan Sabn Caglayangil 


said U.S.military bases would be 
"eliminated" if the arms em- 
zargo continued. 


In a brief report, the Pentagon 


said that "some mail delivery 
has been delayed to various 
bases and commercial 
com- 


munications are operating below 
normal." 


It blamed a slowdown in 


telephone service primarily on 
"large numbers of attempted 
calls from the U.S. by families of 
military personnel in Turkey." 


The only reported incident 


with overtones of violence oc- 
curred Thursday at Izmir, a 
North Atlantic Alliance 
Headquarters, where Americans 
are stationed. 


Pentagon sources said some 20 


to 30 young Turkish civilians 
forced Americans to leave the Iz- 
mir post exchange and then 
caused some destruction. 


No Americans were hurt, Pen- 


tagon sources said, and 
Turkish police arrived to arresl 
the demonstrators. 


There were these other in- 


cidents reported: 


— Some 35 bags of U.S. mail 


was held up by Turkish officials 
at the Ankara Airport last week 
after it arrived on a commercial 
plane. Officials insisted on 
examining packages in the mail 
sacks then released the mail. 


— At Diyarbakir, the local 


Turkish commander refused to 
allow fresh vegetables and fruits 
to be delivered until taxes were 
paid on them.

Dockworkers 
Stop Shipping

The on-again, off-again 


walkout by longshoremen in 
Beaumont, Tex., was on again 
Friday, holding up a shipment of 
grain bound for Russia. 


The latest stoppage came 


amid new estimates of the size of 
the Soviet crop — a key factor in 
determining how much wheat, 
corn and other grains the 
Russians will need to buy on the 
open market. 


East and Gulf Coast 


dockworkers, members of the 
International 
Longshoremen's 


Association, have vowed not to 
load grain recently sold to the 
Soviet Union by U.S. firms. They 
are concerned about the possible 
impact of the sales on American 
food prices. Their union presi- 
dent reaffirmed the nonloading 
position on Friday, 


The Beaumont strike started 


Thursday. It ended Friday rnor- 
ming after the longshoremen, 
members of Locals 1610 and 
325, found that the grain they 
were loading had nothing to do 
with the new deals. It had been 
ordered a year ago. 


The walkout started again a 


few hours later when the 
longshoremen were confronted 
by a lone picket, L.J. Cham- 
pagne, a member of Local 1924 
of the Clerks and Checkers 
Union. Champagne said he was 
staging a one-man strike against 
Gulf & Atlantic Stevedores. He 
accused them of not hiring union 
clerks and checkers. 


The loading of the gain from 


the Continental Grain Corp. port 
elevator on to the Yugoslavian 
freighter Banija was stopped 
again. 


In Russia, meanwhile, a U.S.

And Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 


D-Wash., issued a statement in 
Washington saying that he had 
"reliable information" that the 
Russian grain harvest will be 
much worse this year than it was 
in 1972 when the Soviets bought 
large amounts of U S. grain in a 
controversial, billion-dollar deal. 


Thus far this year, the 


Russians have bought 9.8 million 
metric tons of grain from 
American companies, a little 
more than half what they 
purchased in 1972. 


In New York, ILA President 


Thomas Gleason reaffirmed 
Friday that the union, represen- 
ting East and Gulf Coast 
dockworkers, will refuse to load 
grain involved in the 1975 orders. 


"I have been speaking to 


government officials and private 
interests on the proposed grain 
shipments to the Soviet Union," 
he said in a telegram to 350 ILA 
locals. "To date, there has been 
no adequate assurance that the 
American public interest will be 
protected." 


West Coast longshoremen, 


members of the International 
Longshoremen's 
and 


Warehousemen's Union, have 
not threatened any refusal. 
President Harry Bridges, in an 
Aug. 1, statement, said: "Why 
are they making such a fuss 
about this particular sale?... If 
there's real objection to 
handling the grain on the East 
Coast, we'll be happy to handle 
it in our West Coast ports or (in) 
British Columbia." 


The East and Gulf Cost 


dockwofkers' dissent is 
promoted, in part, by memories 
of the 1972 deal in which the 
Russians bought about 19 
million metric tons of U.S. 
wheat, corn and other grains. 
The sales depleted American 
stockpiles and helped boost food 
prices at home. 


Nof Carbon Copy Of Hruska . . .

Poised at the brink of a U.S. Senate 


campaign, Congressman John 
McCollister Friday dismissed any 
suggestion that he is, or intends to be, 
a carbon copy of Sen. Roman Hruska. 


Hruska has publicly endorsed 


McCollister as his persona! choice to 
succeed him in next year's Senate 
election. 


"There are many things I admire 


about Roman Hruska which I would 
hope to emulate.'' McCollister said in 
a Lincoln interview. 


"But I am conditioned by my own 


background. 


"We are both fiscal conservatives. 


but I think my experience is more 
agriculturally oriented (born and 
raised on a farm) and I think I am a lit- 
tle more conversant with the subject 
of small business.''

Republicans on "an issue by issue 
basis," McCollister suggested. 


Was Surprised 


Although he was not exactly 


astonished by Hruska "s decision not to 
seek re-election next year, McCollister 
was "completely surprised" by 
Hruska's endorsement. 


Political opponents who therefore 


suggest that he is Hruska's creation 
are wrong, the Omaha congressman 
said. 
-i am my own creation, and that has 


been obvious to the people in my dis- 
trict. I think the (Senate; campaign 
will develop just who I am." 


McCollister said he will not ask 


Hruska or any other political figure to 
campaign for him next year. 


"I'll not ask anybody but volunteers 


to campaign for me." he declared. 


Although the formal official an- 


nouncement is yet to come (perhaps 
on Sept. 51. McCollister. 54, the Se- 
cond District's congressman since 
1971. will be off and running for the 
Republican Senate nomination later 
this month. 


An outstate tour is scheduled for 


the last 10 davs of August. Weekend 
campaigning throughout the state will 
punctuate his schedule during the 
remainder of the congressional ses- 
sion. 


Special Treatment 


Lincoln will be in for special treat- 


ment. 


"I think it will be a principal 


battleground." he noted. 


A general election campaign against 


Democrat Hess Dyas of Lincoln, a 
likely contender for his party's 
nomination, would be "kind of fun,' 
McCollister allowed. 


Although he said he has heard great 


praise for Dyas' ability to attract, 
organize and stimulate campaign 
workers. McCollister acknowledges 
that Gov. J James Exon would be his 
"toughest" possible opponent.

Calls Troops To Quell Unrest 


Hong Kong (UPI) — More troops have been sent into 


factories in China's troubled Chekiang Province to keep 
production going and halt spreading industrial strikes, 
provincial radio reports said Friday. 


The main trouble spot is Hangchow, the provincial 


capital, which President Richard M. Nixon visited during his 
1972 trip to China. 


A combination of strikes, go-slow actions, demands for 


higher wages, factional fighting and other undisclosed 
"sabotage activities" kept Hangchow in turmoil and closed 
to foreign visitors much of the past several months 


Earlier reports on the trouble in Chekiang indicated that 


much of it has been caused by young people resisting 
pressures to go work in the countryside. 


Friday's broadcasts indicated the trouble had not abated 


in Hangchow and had spread to other pdrb of the province 


A number of high level officials from Peking visited 


Hangchow and possibly other cities earlier to try to resolve 
the problems Among these was Wang Hung-wen, one of the 
five vice chairmen of the Communist Party 


The party central committee issued a series of "impor- 


tant instructions" aimed at ending "the pernicious influence 
of the counter-revolutionary revisionists, bourgeois fac- 
tionalism and sabotage by a handful of class enemies." 


This was followed by a series oi mid-July meetings by 


provincial party organizations and rmlitarv units of all levels 
calling for "immediate action to earn out these instructions 
resolutely and to the letters." 


She Can't Resist 
Homemade Jerky

Kay Swanson has a hard time 


keeping her hands out of the 
beef jerky jar. 


Since she makes the dried 


meat from scratch by herself, 
there's all the more reason to 
snitch. 


"I just liked beef jerky so I 


started making it," this young 
cook explained. She looked at 
others' recipes, took a little out 
of each and experimented until 
she came up with a pleasing 
combination. 


She starts out with flank steak 


cut with the grain in 1/4-1/6 inch 
pieces. Then she sautes the 
strips in soy sauce for 15 minutes 
before laying them out on a rack 
in the oven. She sprinkles the 
steak with garlic salt, lemon 
pepper and a meat tenderizer 
and lets it sit in a slow oven (150- 
170 degrees) for 10 to 12 hours. 


In this day of pre-packaged 


jerky, Kay still prefers her 
home-made brand. Store bought 
beef rolls lose their flavor, she 
contends, "just sitting in those 
little packages for so long." 


"When I buy it, it doesn't taste 


as good," she said. "It's too 
hard. Mine's still as chewy, but 
not as bard." 


She usually makes it up in five- 


pound batches, but insists that it 
never lasts long. Her largest 
batch, up to 100 pieces, took her 
a week to eat. "I'm really the 
only one (at home) who likes it," 
she admitted 


The daughter of Mrs. James 


Swanson of 940 Piedmont and 
the late Mr. Swanson, Kay has 
been interested in cooking since 
she first made scrambled eggs 
for her dad as a kid. By sixth 
grade she had moved on to can- 
dies and sweets and has since 
graduated to casseroles, donuts 
and cherry jubilee. 


Cooking and eating go hand in 


hand for this sophomore at East 
High School. Only mushrooms 
and cauliflower can squelch this 
15-year-old's appetite. 


Kay is anything but selfish 


with her baked goods. Teachers 
and classmates at Lefler Jr. High 
last year often sampled her crisp 
cereal bars. 


When Kay's not wearing her 


chef's cap, she's sure to be 
kicking around in cowooy boots. 
Many a summer day she's spent 
10 to 12 hours grooming and 
riding her two horses, 


After a hard day in the saddle, 


making beef jerky just seems 
like the right way to relax.

Lt. Gen. Lew Allen Jr., 


refused to discuss the matter in 
open session of the House Select 
Committee on Intelligence, and 
the committee rf^int^n said 
White House representatives 
told the investigative panel the 
matter involved "extremely sen- 
sitive information." 


But before the committee 


..went into a two-hour closed ses- 


sion, another NSA official said 
that the agency belived it was 
legal to intercept com- 
munications 
involving 


Americans with foreign coun- 
tries without court permission. 


Chairman Otto Pike, D-N.Y., 


said Allen had "responded more 
fully" in secret session but had 
maintained that the monitoring 
of telephone calls, cables and 
computer communications had 


stopped, as reported by the 
Rockefeller Commission. 


When asked if he believed 


Allen's denial, Pike said, "you 
do get into semantics," and, "I 
do not fully accept that." 


Allen was about to begin 


leading in open session • 17- 
page statement on the NSA'i 
budget when Pike raised the 
question of the interception of 
foreign communications by the 
NSA. 


Pike said "representatives of 


the White House" - later iden- 
tified as Jack Morrison, a White 
House congressional liaison — 
contacted him before Friday's 
session and "advised me that the 
area which we are now ad- 
dressing involves extremely sen- 
sitive information." 


"I came primarily to talk 


about the budget," Allen said. 
"It is going to be difficult for me 
to respond in open session." 


Pike said that when foreign 


telephone calls were being 
monitored, "American citizens 
want to know how and why and 
whether they want to spend 
money on this operation." 


"Now, does NSA intercept 


communications by Americans? 
You can tell us, yes or no." 


He got no direct answer, but 


part of Allen's prepared state- 
ment said that the interception 
of electronic transmissions was 
om of America's "real secrete." 
When Pike pressed him to 
elaborate, Allen suggested a 
closed session. 


Pike said a District of Colum- 


bia appeals court ruled that 
wiretaps, even for national 
security reasons, cannot be done 
without a court order. NSA 
counsel Roy Banner intervened 
to say that the appeals court 
ruling applied only "where it is a 
domestic communication" and 
not to "overseas" com- 
munications. 


"Are you telling us that the 


President advised you that it 
doesn't apply?" Pike asked. 


"Our understanding is that it 


doesn't apply," Banner said. 


Pike ordered a vote on going 


into executive session.

Meanwhile, representatives of the Municipal 
Assistance Corp. met for two hours with of- 
ficials in Washington, who remained resolute- 
ly opposed to government backing of the cor- 
poration's municipal bonds but were full of 
encouragement for the city's efforts at self- 
help. "They believe we're very much on the 
right road and if we continue on the same 
path, we won't need federal help," Felix 
Rohatyn, chairman of the corporation's finan- 
cial committee, said.

it^will seek to force manufac- 
turers to make repairs in 2 
million homes. 


The agency also voted to begin 


development of a mandatory 
safety standard for aluminum 
wiring and electrical devices. 


The commission said it has 


received reports of almost 500 
malfunctions in residences with 
aluminium wiring, resulting in 
fires claiming 12 lives and more 
than $250,000 in property 
damage. 


Experts have estimated that it 


would cost $100 or more to make 
corrections in the estimated 2 
million houses, apartments and 
mobile homes wired exclusively 
with aluminum between 1966 
and 1972.

farewell to Washington, he came 
home to his native Orange Coun- 
ty, Calif. He promised that 
America would hear from him 
yet and that he might play a 
future role in world affairs. 


"Having ctmpleted one task 


does not mean that I am going to 
sit in this marvelous California 
sunshine and do nothing," he 
told a cheering crowd of some 4,- 
000 supporters at the airport that 
day. 


"... I can assure you that in 


all the tme that I have that can 
be useful, I am going to continue 
to work for peace." 


Since then, he has remained 


silent. 


CAB OKs New Charter Rules 


'CANNONBAU' ADDERLY . . . dies. 


Famed Jazz Prophet 
Adderly Dead At 46 


GARY, Ind. (AP) — Julian 


"Cannonball" Adderley, a high 
school music teacher who 
became the prophet of contem- 
porary jazz, died Friday, four 
weeks after suffering a stroke. 


Adderley, 46, had been in 


critical condition in a coma since 
July 13 when he collapsed while 
visiting friends in this northwest 
Indiana city. He had been 
scheduled to appear in an In- 
dianapolis concert the following 
day 


A St Mary Mercy Hospital 


spokesman said Adderley died of 
cardiac arrest. His wife of 13 
years, Olga, his parents and his 
brother's wife were at his bed- 
side. A family spokesman said 
the funeral would be held in 
Tallahassee, Fla. Arrangements 
were pending. 


The son of a jazz cornetist, 


Adderley was born in Tampa, 
Fla., in 1928. He was an alto 
saxophonist, but he also played 
tenor sax, trumpet, clarinet and 
flute. His brother, Nat, played 
cornet. 


The two brothers toured 


together until 1957, when Can- 
nonball joined the Miles Davis 
group. He later toured with 
George Shearing and then 
formed his own quintet, which 
included Nat, in 1959. He also 
appeared at various times with 


Lionel Hampton, J.J. Johnson 
and Woody Herman. 


Adderley once said, "I call my 


style modern traditionalism, not 
experimental, not far out. Much 
of it, actually, is religious music, 
folk music, ceremonial music." 


He listed Charlie Parker and 


Benny Carter as his favorites, 
and his work sounded much like 
Parker's on fast tempo. Carter's 
influence, at least tonally, 
appeared in Adderley's slow 
ballads. 


He had studied brass and reed 


instruments in a Tallahassee 
high school from 1944 until 1948, 
forming his first jazz group there 
with the school's band director 
as adviser. Fellow students 
dubbed him "Cannibal" because 
of his hearty appetite, and that 
name later emerged as Cannon- 
ball. 


He became music director at 


Dillard High School in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla,, from 1948 until 
1956, playing in his own southern 
Florida jazz group between 1948 
and 1950. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Civil Aeronautics 


Board approved new air charter rules Fnday 
that will let Americans take package vacations for 
less than what they now pay for scheduled air 
transportation alone. 


The CAB said it would authorize, effective 


Sept. 13, one-stop inclusive charters and special- 
event charters that will not be subject to the rules 
which currently keep charter flights from 
widespread use. 


The one-stop tour charter will include hotels, 


baggage handling and related ground transporta- 
tion as well as air transportation to the vacation 
spot. 


The minimum price could be as low as the basic 


charter air fare plus $15 for each night's stay, or 
$7 50 per night for a child under 12 sharing a room 
with a full price passenger. 


There is no requirement that purchasers belong 


to an organization or social club. 


The CAB released several examples of how the 


new charters could cut costs. However, it 
emphasized that the examples, prepared by 
American Airlines, did not include profits for the 
travel agent making the charter arrangements or 
any of the agent's costs. 


The examples show that a charter flight from 


New York City to Honolulu, Hawaii, with a seven- 
night stay in Hawaii, could cost as little as $361 
for air transportation, transportation to the hotel, 
and the hotel room costs. The normal scheduled 
coach air fare alone for that round trip is $550. 


A charter flight from New York City to 


Acapulco, Mexico, with a seven-night stay, would 
cost $238 compared to $392 now charged for 
regular air fare, the tables show. 


According to the board staff, a one-stop tour 


charter from Dallas to Brussels, Belgium, with six 
nights hotel accommodations would be about 
$437. The lowest coach fare is $804 tor that trip. 
The lowest generally available discount or 
promotional fare is $511. 


The new charter regulations are experimental 


and will remain in effect until March 31.1980. At 
that time, the board will review the regulations 
and determine if changes should be made 


The new charter rules were immediately 


criticized by Trans World Airlines, which filed 
suit in the U S. Circuit Court in New York.saymg 
the CAB had exceeded its authority in imposing 
the new charter regulations. 


The new special event charters will be similar 


in most ways to the one-stop charter regulations. 
Those charters are designed for people attending 
a special event such as the Super Bowl. 


Special event charter packages would include 


air travel, tickets to the event, ground transporta- 
tion, baggage handling and hotels if an overnight 
stay is planned. 


The liberalization of charter requirements is 


somewhat of an about-face for the CAB. 
Previously, it had imposed numerous regulations 
on charter flights in order to keep the low cost 
flights from cutting into scheduled air carrier 
operations. 


Currently one-stop charters are not offered in 


the United States. Passengers wishing to take 
such a trip must stop in at least three cities, spend 
a night in each, and pay a pnce higher than that 
paid for scheduled air transportation.

:ambridge, Mass. (AP) — 


Geologists say satellite pictures 
indicate India is pushing China 
into the Pacific, and that this 
sideways shoving could account 
for China's unusual pattern of 
earthquakes. 


The earth scientists working at 


the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology say the Indian sub- 
continent is nudging northward, 
pressing against Eurasia. 


Caught in the squeeze, China 


is moving eastward at more than 
an inch a year, they say. 


In an article published in the 


Aug. 8 issue of the journal 
Science, the geologists say this 
could account for China's 
earthquakes being spread over a 
region hundreds of miles wide 
instead of along much narrower 
areas of fault lines, as is com- 
mon elsewhere. 


The report was written by 


Peter Molnir, assistant professor 
of geology at MIT, and Paul Tap- 
ponier, a visiting research fellow 
at MIT who has since returned 
to the University of Montpelier 
in France. They studied 
photographs taken by the U.S. 
Earth Resources Technology 
Satellite and other data. 


According to the popular 


theory of "plate tectonics," the 
outer part of the earth is made 
up of rigid plates of rock about 
40 to 50 miles thick. 


As these plates slowly move 


together or apart — shifting con- 
tinents — the upper part of the 
earth's crust is deformed as the 
boundaries and occasional 
earthquakes result along these 
faults. 


Molnar said in an interview 


that some Chinese earthquake 


zones are much wider than faults 
found between normal plates. 


"As India moves northward 


toward Europe and Siberia, the 
area in between which includes 
Mongolia and much of China 
does not behave as if it is a rigid 
plate," he said. 


"This area seems more pliable 


and it distorts with pressure," 
Molnar said. The unusual 
Chinese earthquake zones lie in 
these pliable areas that are being 
pinched, he said. 


"The squeezing has two 


effects," he continued, "It piles 
up material to make mountains 
and it pushes other material out 
of the way. Our theory is that 
China is being pushed out of the 
way as India approaches." 


Geologists don't generally 


agree on the effect of the im- 


pinging Indian subcontinent 
upon Asia. The Moljiar- 
Tappooier theory rubs against 
another which says the moving 
material of India slides under 
the neighboring continental 
block instead of pushing it aside. 


While some of the earth's 


crust under India may have been 
thrust under Tibet in millions of 
years of movement, the MTT in- 
vestigators say the major part of 
the remaining material is better 
accounted for by the theory of 
China's eastern squeeze. 


Claim Renounced 


Kampala, Uganda (UPI) —

The litany of crimes that finally drove 


former President Richard Nixon from of- 
fice greatly offended the American people 
and were rightly abhorred. We wonder if 
the American people are equally shocked 
by the criminal activities in the business 
world? 


In New York, an indictment has been 


filed against an ice-cream company for 
allegedly maintaining two sets of books, 
one false, which showed a lower bacterial 
count in its ice-cream than was the case. 
And of course, you all know that more than 
60 indictments are now pending against 
various people in the grain business for 
such nice little things as conspiracy, 
bribery, theft and income-tax evasion. 


One of the grain indictments covers ac- 


tivity in which the raw food material was 
reportedly stolen by the bargeload. 


The crimes in the Nixon administra- 


tion were perpetrated by public employes 
and people had every right to be indignant 
about them. The other crimes to which we 


have referred here were the product of the 
"private" sector of our lives. 


But crime in the private sector is no 


more tolerable than it is in the public sec- 
tor. Hopefully, the American people do not 
smile to themselves and dismiss the private 
sector crimes on the basis that such is the 
way things are in business. 


Making off with grain that does not 


belong to you is not just a little bit of 
questionable fooling around. It is stealing, 
just like the guy who robs the service sta- 
tion or grocery store or bank. 


We hope that there is at least as much 


demand for integrity in our private affairs 
as there is in the arena of government. If 
you cheat, lie and steal in your private af- 
fairs, you belong in prison just as much as 
the guy who does this in government or in 
other more traditional criminal ways. 


There can be no double standard. 


There is only one standard — integrity for 
all in everything that they do.

The Commission to Select a Poet 


Laureate for Nebraska has a tough act to 
follow. 


The late Dr. John G. Neihardt — who 


was Nebraska's poet laureate from 1921 un- 
til his death in 1973 — was a man of great 
literary and personal stature.

Although the state has its share of 


competent native-born and/or resident 
poets, the selection committee will be 
hard-put to find a writer who so perfectly 
fits the designation 'Nebraska Poet 
Laureate' as did Neihardt.

His achievements spoke loudly enough, and 
the Nebraska Legislature responded by 
granting him the title. 


However, the creation of the selection 


committee is already an accomplished fact. 
Established by the Legislature last year, 
the commission met for the first time this 
week and succeeded in drawing up what 
appears to be a viable set of standards to 
follow in choosing a new poet laureate. 


It is hoped that if no one is found to be 


truly representative of these standards, 
commission members will remember that 
the Legislature set no time limit on the 
selection process. Nor did it even make 
mandatory the naming of a poet laureate. 


Nebraska does not NEED a poet 


laureate tomorrow, next week or even next 
year. 


To fill the position just because it is va- 


cant, or just because this or that group has 
a potential designee in mind, would be to 
diminish its significance. 


After Thirty Years 


WASHINGTON - There has 


been so little good news around 
here lately that it almost slips by 
\fhen it occurs. The visit of the 
Japanese premier, Takeo Miki, 
to Washington and New York il- 
lustrates the point. 
"He is a serious, almost solemn 
man who speaks about the 
menacing economic problems of 
tjie 'world in the gentlest way. 
but there is good news in his 
whispered wisdom. He talks not 
only about the special problems 
<5 Japan, not merely about the 
^hergy nightmares of the 
trilateral world of Japan. North 
America and industrial Europe, 
Silt about the common problems 
ajid pity of the human family. 


«It is easy to miss the 
significance of this. Miki is not a 
djramatic world figure. Like 
President Ford, Chancellor 
Schmidt of West Germany, and 
president Valery 
Giscard 


dJEstaing of France, he is almost 
an accident of world politics, but 
he has come to the United States 
with a philosophy, almost a year- 
rpng for understanding and 
cooperation, and this is both a 
change and an opportunity. 


t By accident he was here on the 
3Dth anniversary of the atomic 
bpmbing of Hiroshima. That 
tragic human event was never 
mentioned. Nothing was said, 
^ther, about Nixon's sudden 
diplomatic opening to China or 
his startling economic decisions, 
which were not discussed in ad- 
i&nce with the Tokyo govern- 
njent, and created a crisis in 
H.S.-Japanese relations. The 
past was ignored; the future was 
fee agenda. 
; President Ford committed the 
United States to defend Japan 
against nuclear or conventional 
Military attack, and Miki com- 
ifitted Japan to cooperate in a 
aew economic and political 
order in the world, and Assistant 
Secretary of State Philip C. 
Habib said at the end of the con- 
ference that "United States- 
Jbpanese relations have never 
Seen better."

Japan's economy depends on the 
import of oil. It gets its fuel 
primarily from the Middle East, 
and they say the tankers move 
out of the Persian Gulf and into 
the Indian Ocean to Japan 50 
miles apart every hour, 24 hours 
a day, to keep their industrial 
engines moving. So the politics 
of the Middle East, and par- 
ticularly Washington's efforts to 
mediate the difference between 
Israel and the Arab States could 
quickly change all this, if 
Kissinger's efforts fail. 


Even so, whatever happens 


about oil, the composure of U.S.- 
Japanese relations after Pearl 
Harbor — from the MacArthur 
peace to the present visit of Miki 
— must be one of the most spec- 
tacular reconciliations between 
warring nations in world history. 


Sometimes one has to be per- 


sonal to be specific. In the 
critical days before Pearl Har- 
bor, when the Japanese delega- 
tion was here on Massachusetts 
Avenue at its embassy, dis- 
cussing" war or peace, the 
Japanese ambassador, Admiral 
Nomura, said to me; "We must 
have peace, for if we have war, it 
will only be the first of a series 
of wars. Whoever loses will not 
give up: The wars will go on, 
even if it takes a century." 


When he was a very old man, I 


looked him up in Tokyo and 
reminded him of this apocalyptic 


he small society 


prophecy. "I was wrong," he 
said. "I could not imagine a 
peace of reconciliation, but it 
has happened."

Miki was not sentimental 


about this, and, in his quiet way, 
not very articulate, but he stuck 
to the facts. Japan's oil import 
bill had gone up from 18 billion 
to $23 billion in a year. If oil 
prices went up another lOfc, the 
economic recovery of Japan 
would be in trouble. Somehow, 
this trend of higher prices had to 
be arrested, and it was obviously 
an international and not a 
national problem. 


Maybe, then, in a slow and 


ambiguous way, the good news 
is that the industrial nations are 
gradually beginning to agree that 
they cannot resolve their 
problems by themselves.

The importance of Miki's visit 


here was that he seemed to be 
willing to get down to the 
realities of these energy and 
economic problems, and to have 
accepted the principle that they 
could be resolved only by com- 
mon action on common 
problems. 


He had no specific proposals, 


at least in public in Washington 
or in his private talks in New 
York, about how this could be 
done, but he had some thoughts 
and insights about how to recon- 
cile the differences between the 
United States and Japan, and 
how to bring the industrial 
nations into discussion with 
Moscow, Peking, and the poor 
and hungry nations. Also some 
practical suggestions about 
Korea. 


Nothing was resolved here in 


this visit of the Japanese 
premier, but everything was dis- 
cussed, and the fact that this 
could be done in Washington on 
the anniversary of Hiroshima is 
at least hopeful. Miki, in his 
private conversations, would not 
mention past controversies. He 
was thinking about the future 
and the end of the century, as 
were Ford and Kissinger, and 
this is good news.

WASHINGTON - Two 


leading newspapers have made a 
bit of journalistic history by ad- 
mitting, on their front pages and 
at length, that they printed a 
story that should never have 
seen the light of day. That sort of 
open confession of fallibility has 
been almost unknown in the 
news business. 


The papers were the Los 


Angeles Times and the 
Washington Post, and the sour 
story was the leading front-page 
item in both papers on Sunday, 
June 8. The dispatch, quoting 
those "authoritative 
sources" 


the press likes so well, said that 
American bombers gave targets 
in South Vietnam one last 
clobbering during our evacua- 
tion from that country. 


It implied that the bombing — 


described as a "very heavy com- 
mitment" — was ordered by 
President Ford in defiance of 
congressional strictures against 
military action. 


Before the story was 


published, presidential press 
secretary Ron Nessen and his 
opposite number at the Pen- 
tagon, Joseph Laitin, were asked 
to comment. They denied the ac- 


count flatly, unequivocally and 
with assurances that they really 
meant it. Nevertheless, the story 
was printed as written by a Los 
Angeles Times reporter in the 
Far East. The denials were 
relegated to a few paragraphs in- 
serted parenthetically. It also 
was transmitted on Los Angeles 
Times-Washington Post news 
wire, with the denials sent 
separately.# £

Then followed a long silence, 


with the disagreement between 
the unidentified "authoritative 
sources" and the identified of- 
ficials not only unresolved but 
undiscussed. Finally, on July 25 
in the Times and on the news 
wire, and the next day in the 
Post, the story was retracted. 
The retraction conceded that 
exhaustive investigation had 
failed to support the bombing 
report and that the story never 
should have been published. 


True, the retraction was a 


touch grudging, hinting that 
maybe parts of the story were 
true. And it came after a White 
House complaint and a critical 
column on the Post's editorial 
page. But the important thing is 
that the Times and Post did not 


follow a too prevalent media 
custom of walking away from a 
mess. 


Or more accurately, after 


walking away, they returned and 
cleaned up. What's more, they 
didn't try to escape with a two- 
paragraph correction put among 
the truss ads or tacked on to a 
news story. They put it on page 
one for all the world to see. 


Now, that might seem to have 


been nothing more than the de- 
cent thing. But in the news 
business it was a giant step for 
journalistic honesty and a more 
open relationship with the 
public. And I am sure the editors 
of both papers found that it 
didn't hurt a bit; it may even 
have felt good. 


A few months ago I heard a 


Boston housewife, a sincere and 
honest woman dismayed by 
coverage of the bussing dispute 
in her home town, tell a meeting 
of newspaper editors: "Your 
credibility is non-existent. Your 
audience holds you hi disrespect, 
contempt and even hatred." 


The editors applauded her 


good-naturedly and left content 
in the knowledge that they had 


survived yet another group 
humility-raising session. But her 
message had relevance beyond 
proving that editors can grin 
when skewered. She was putting 
in its simplest terms a credibili- 
ty problem with which the press 
must come to grips.

Today the press is neither 


loved nor fully trusted. Its 
tremendous power is recognized, 
and most people would agree 
that it has a vital role in the 
system. But that isn't the same 
as love or trust. Secure in the 
protection of the First Amend- 
ment, the press has aggravated 
the problem by being aloof, com- 
placent, self-righteous and 
sometimes downright arrogant. 


Journalists are happy to con- 


cede that they do the people's 
business, but they don't like to 
let the people in on how they do 
it or admit that they sometimes 
do it badly. When criticized, they 
too eagerly drag out the cliche 
about that being the kind of 
treatment always accorded the 
messenger who brings bad news. 
(They have something of a mar- 
tyr complex, too.) 


The press does not have to be 


loved. And there is no chance 
that it will be; as messengers it 
will continue to deliver a lot of 
bad news. But it would be good 
for the press and the country if it 
were trusted more fully than it is 
— and feared and hated less. 


One way to win trust — if not 


affection — is to let in the light, 
to acknowledge that the 
Constitution's guarantee of 
freedom from official in- 
terference imposes respon- 
sibilities. It is not going too far to 
say that the press — and I in- 
clude in that term all the media, 
electronic and print — is a quasi- 
public institution. Since it won't 
surrender the job to anyone else, 
it should subject itself to the 
same kind of critical examina- 
tion and exposure that it gives 
other institutions of society. 


One way to do that is to deal 


frankly and openly with its own 
failings and mistakes. To that 
end, the decision of the Los 
Angeles Times and the 
Washington Post to retract the 
bombing story and to give the 
retraction 
front 
page 


prominence is significant. And 
greatly to be cherished.

My grandparents came in their covered wagon, leaving 


Fountain County, Indiana, in 1855 for Nebraska 12 years before 
our state was admitted to the Union, or 120 years ago. With 
them were their 11 boys and one baby girl. The youngest of 
these sons was my father and I have special pride in my 
ancestors who became a working part in building Nebraska. 


Many weary days lay behind them when they reached 


Richardson County. By squatters' rights, they took a quarter 
section of land there. Strong young arms and backs cut the 
virgin timber into logs and built their first home. They lived 
there until 1862 when they were driven out by war between 
bushwhackers and guerrillas. 


Their new move brought them to Bertrand where they ob- 


tained 1,600 acres of homestead land from the railroad and built 
another home. They tilled the soil and some years brought boun- 
tiful crops, some brought drought, locust and grasshoppers 
which made barren waste of their fields. Even rabbits 'and 
prairie chickens provided bony meals. Buffalo chips were 
gathered and piled along the house to cook and heat the one 
room. A pan of tallow with a strip of lighted cloth gave a 
flickering, smoky light. But it was their home. They worked 
together through the good and bad years like thousands of other 
Nebraska pioneers. 


We want to be represented for what they were, not by weird 


piles of cement and iron. Maybe that's old-fashioned, but at 
least viewers know about the subject they pause to admire and 
don't turn away in puzzlement, asking, "Wha'sat?"

Shoe On Other Foot

The recent disclosure that Lincoln law-enforcement per- 


sonnel had immunity from prosecution when they committed 
traffic violations came as no surprise. The logic used by police 
was that if they arrested a fellow officer, it would cause hard 
feelings — the inference being that arresting an ordinary citizen 
does not cause hard feelings. 


It is the old "them-and-us" concept of law-enforcement. It 


is not unusual to find that government employes show 
favoritism toward their peers and toward their supporters. For 
that reason, government by "laws, not men" is difficult if not 
impossible to attain. It will never be attained if people do not in- 
sist that only reasonable laws are put on the books and that 
everyone, especially the law-makers and the law-enforcers, obey 
those laws to the letter. 


It will take more than the mayor's directive to bring equali- 


ty before the law. It will require an attitude that springs from a 
feeling of kinship among law-makers, police and ordinary 
citizens. That attitude will develop when they realize we are all 
in the same boat. 


I can sympathize with the policeman who, as the driver of a 


vehicle with another policeman as a passenger, must obey every 
traffic law and every other law on the books. But — isn't that 
the point? If it is difficult to go through the day without 
breaking a law, that should be t£ken into consideration when 
disciplinary action is taken against the ordinary citizen as well as 
the policeman. 


It would be interesting to see how many laws would be 


modified if every legislator were required to have a conscien- 
tious policeman as a constant, scrutinizing companion.

High School cafeteria while the 
annual National Oldtime 
Fiddlers' Contest is in full swing. 


Next door in the gym, top 


fiddlers from all over the coun- 
try — 263 of them in all — are 
taking their turns performing 
before audiences and judges for 
the top-flight prizes and prestige 
that go along with winning at 
Weiser. 


But in the cafeteria, there's no 


need to wait your turn. Expert 
fiddlers and their backup 


musicians are warming up in 
every available pocket of space, 
fiddling up a babel of traditional 
music of every genre, tempo and 
key. 


Familiar Strains 


Moving from one end of the 


room to the other, you can pick 
up on the familiar old-time 
strains of an "Old Joe Clark" or 
"Sally Goodin;" drift dreamlike 
into a sweet, slow waltz; then 
segue into an upbeat swing tune. 
Before you've crossed the room, 
the swing sounds will have 
blended into a foot-stomping 
hoedown, dissolved into an Old- 
Country hornpipe or reel, only to 
give way to a rousing version of 
every fiddler's standard virtuoso 


workhorse, the "Orange 
Blossom Special."

But for now, most eyes are 


glued on the long, graceful 
fingers of the young flat-picker 
as they stride surely up and 
down the neck of his guitar. 


Those accomplished digits 


belong to 13-year-old Mark 
O'Connor of Mount Lake 
Terrace, Wash., who happens to 
be a sensation — the talk of the 
town, the wonderment and envy 
of musicians five times his age, 
fiddle music's answer to 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart. 
("Maybe he'll break his fingers," 
an older fiddler is heard 
muttering in mock frustration.) 


O'Connor had all of a year and 


a half of fiddling under his belt 
last year when he came to 
Weiser and swept both the 
junior-junior (under 13) and 
junior (under 18) divisions. Some 
musicians maintained he could 
have taken the grand prize had 
he been eligible. 


Since then, the unassuming 


youngster has outshone the 
nation's best fiddlers in cap- 
turing the top prize at the Grand 
Masters Invitational in 
Nashville. He has taken second 
in the national guitar flat-picking 
championships in Winfield, Kan. 
He has been introduced as a 
genius at the Grand Ole Opry by 
Opry patriarch Roy Acuff. 


O'Connor, a year too old this 


year for junior-junior competi- 
tion and still five years away 
from eligibility for the top prize, 
will easily repeat as junior cham- 
pion by week's end. Barrett will 
add a third grand prize to his 
trophy case. Bennie Thomasson 
of Arlington, Tex., will be 
named the senior champ, Vivian 
Alftin Skeans of Boise, Ida., the 
top woman fiddler, and Jess 
Cooper of Hermiston, Ore., the 
best junior-junior.

spokesman said, "It would be a 
mistake to automatically equate 
the percentage of needed 
revenue with the percentage that 
may be involved in a rate in- 
crease." 


Roger Hill said, "The staff is 


working right now to determine 
how much more revenue will be 
needed in the 1976-77 rate 
period, and a recommendation 
will be made to the NPPD board 
later this month." 


While formal hikes in the cost 


of kilowatt hours are allowed 
every two years, NPPD can and 
does raise additional revenue 
through so-called "cost adders" 
whenever the district feels it is 
necessary. 


That means the district can 


pass increased production costs 
along to the consumer. 


Hill said there was no increase 


in kilowatt hour costs in 1974-75, 
because the 1972-73 increase in 
wholesale prices (12%) raised 
some $9 million more than 
expected. 


The need for additional 


revenues and the percentages 
mentioned were referred to by 
Walt Canney, administrator for 
the Lincoln Electric System 
(LES), in a recent public 
hearing. Canney noted the 
prospectus, saying LES could 
expect to pay even more for 
power in January, and thus need 
yet another rate increase. 


Systems like LES must get city 


council approval for rate in- 
creases. Thus, an increase in the 
price of power supplied by 
NPPD to LES does not 
automatically mean LES could 
pass the higher costs on to con- 
sumers. 


The R. W. Beck report said the 


increased revenues it mentioned 
would "permit the district to 
finance a portion of the capital 
improvements and other 
obligations of the district's elec- 
tric system." 


"I would imagine an an- 


nouncement could not be 
expected until October on what 
the rate increases may be," Hill 
said. 


"The wholesale customers are 


then given an opportunity to 
comment on the proposed rate 
hike," Hill added.

Architecture School Plans 
More Than Just A Move 
On Monday, the Architecture 


College at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln will begin oc- 
cupying part of the vacated Law 
College building next door at 10th 
&R. 


But the move has more 


significance than carrying over 
drafting tables and books 


It's the first step in Dean W. 


Cecil Steward's plan for what the 
college physical plant will be by 
1985, tied to program im- 
provements as an "Area of 
Excellence " 


Part of NU's overall plan 


"Toward Excellence," Architec- 
ture at UNL was designated this 
year for the new concept in 
academic evaluation. The 
Legislature awarded an additional 
$55,300 to the college to meet 
specific program goals. 


First Priority 


"We are the number one 


priority" for building needs on the 
Lincoln campus, in the new six- 
year plan beginning in 1976, Dean 
Steward said, as the three-year 
"Excellence" designation launches 
Architecture "into a very definitive 
posture of planning." 


In the first step, two-thirds of the 


old Law College will serve 
architecture classes this fall, the 
third floor to accommodate badly 
needed design studios. The expan- 
sion will provide more elbow room 
for graduate assistants' offices and 
a materials shop. 


Yet Architecture is getting the 


Law leftovers "as is." Steward, 41, 
has some definite ideas about what 
it should be, integrated with 
Architecture Hall and Richards 
Hall, where the college uses some 
18,000 square feet of space. 


Projected space needs "are large 


enough to justify" a new building, 
as 1980 requirements come up 30,- 
000 square feet short of present 
arrangements, Steward said. 


But in rejecting razing Architec- 


ture Haii and the Law building, he 
said the basis was cost and the 
college's interdisciplinary involve- 
ment with other UNL city campus 
departments. 


The college will remain "allied 


with the fine arts quadrant" of 
music, art, theatre and Sheldon 
Gallery, he said. "A lot of cam- 
puses strive for this but haven't 
achieved it." 


Further, Architecture's outward- 


oriented Community Resource and 
Research Center operates well in 
the downtown site, he said. 


To get the "professional answer" 


to t,e the college together, Steward 
said part of Architecture's 1976-77 
capital construction request will be 
for a design competition among 
licensed Nebraska architects, 
within parameters of the college 
needs. 


Steward expects a 1981 comple- 


tion. 


As Architecture Hall has been 


modernized through the years, 
"the wrong kinds of space are 
available to us," he said. There are 
no wood- or metalworking shops, 
no rough utility areas for building 
mockups or to analyze pieces of 
buildings. 


"It's a mistake to assume that 


architecture can be taught under 
any roof," Steward said. "Surely it 
can. It can be taught under a tree. 


The difficult idea to get across, 


he said, is that "the building that 
architects teach in is as much a 
piece of equipment as the 
microscope is to the scientist," and 
has bearing on "the future in 
architecture." 


506 Students 


Last fall, 506 students were 


enrolled in the college, served by 
21 full-time and eight part-time 
faculty members. Steward projects 
a "modest increase" in student 
enrollment to about 650 by 1985. 


"My principle concern" in ser- 


ving them, he said, is to "use the 


building and not waste valuable 
resources in the process" of long- 
range facilities 
improvements. 


"The library will be doubling in 
size very shortly through the Area 
of Excellence program," for exam- 
ple. 


Still in good structural condition, 


the former library is the oldest oc- 
cupied building at UNL and, accor- 
ding to hearsay, was the first with 
electricity. 


Architecture Hall has been 


nominated to the National Register 
of Historic Places, with approval 
expected any time that would 
allow Steward to apply for federal 
restoration funds. 


At UNL almost two years, 


Steward's goals are grounded in a 
broad academic and professional 
career. The Texas native took his 
graduate degree at Columbia and 
his professional degree at Texas 
A&M. He worked in an educational 
facilities specialty in New York 
and Chicago, and set up his own 
practice in Texas. 


In 1976-77, Architecture will 


strengthen 
programs 
after 


evaluating system, equipment and 
student needs. 


The third year plans include in- 


itiating a professional degree 
program in landscape architecture 
and a leisure services division, 
related to parks and recreation and 
community consulting. 


The college in 1978-79 will oc- 


cupy improved facilities and 
evaluate the ended "Excellence" 
program; then in 1979-80, adjust 
goals and programs to reinforce 
successful ones. 


And Steward entertains the no- 


tion of offering space in refur- 
bished Architecture Hall to the 
Nebraska Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects (AIA), a 
"good relationship to the 
professional community" to bring 
students and 
practitioners 


together, he said.

Chamber Hears Attack 
On Council's Road Plan

The chairman of the City- 


County Planning 
Commission 


jumped into the boiling street 
and road debate with both feet 
Friday. 


The City Council made a mis- 


take when it decided not to 
widen 18th, Holdrege or Fre- 
mont Streets, George William- 
son told the Chamber of 
Commerce's Metropolitan 
Streets and Highways Com- 
mittee. 


The unanimous council deci- 


sion on those three streets ac- 
tually is saying that "the days of 
being a slave to the automobile 
are over," Williamson said.

with policy directions issued by 
the Mayor and the officials com- 
mittee this week, will bring a 
noisy reaction from the car-using 
public, Williamson believes.

with the Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act recently 
passed by Congress. Board 
members and school officials 
have said no matter the outcome 
of the Ristow case, they may 
have to reverse their current 
position. 


In Lancaster District Court, 


the question is to affirm or 
reverse the NEOC ruling up- 
holding Mrs. 
Ristow's 


complaint, against which the 
bench may apply the Richards 
ruling. 


Lincoln Supt. John Prasch 


noted that only part of the 
Richards case is applicable to 
the Ristow complaint. But 
Prasch added, "It'll be in- 
teresting to see how the Title IX 
regulations reconcile with this 
(Richards) opinion," or whether 
the rules will be challenged in 
court. 


The Lincoln Board of Educa- 


tion has appealed the NEOC 
decision to Lancaster District 
Court, where the test case has 
languished pending any possible 
effect by the Richards case out- 
come. 


"I don't know what our posi- 


tion on Ristow will be, until 
we've had an opportunity to 
study the Supreme Court's 
decision" regarding Mrs. 
Richards, Seglin said, and to 
"see what happens after we file 
a motion for rehearing, if we do 
file it" 


The Supreme Court ruling 


Thursday essentially upheld the 
Lincoln board's position, by 
declaring a sick leave policy 
which denies disability benefits 
for employes on any other kinds 
of leave, "including maternity, is 
not an unlawful employment 
practice." 


A CENTURY AGO . . . fort depicted by Julia Marker. 
Red Cloud Stockade: 
A Glimpse Of History 


Red Cloud (AP) — Stand atop a small knoll 


overlooking Crooked Creek at the east edge of 
Red Cloud and you can let your imagination 
conjure up scenes that pioneers might have 
seen 105 years ago. 


On that hilltop was a log and sod stockade 


built in 1870 to protect local settlers against In- 
dian attacks. The scenic site was where Silas 
Garber built a dugout home, where the first 
county election was held, and where later 
stood a frame house and barn. 


Garber, one of nine early day settlers who 


built the stockade and who was founder of 
Red Cloud, served as Nebraska's third gover- 
nor from 1875 to 1879. He died at Red Cloud 
in 1905. The land where Garber lived and 
where the stockade was located now is the 
property of Mrs. Alberta Erickson, who lives a 
short distance north of the landmark. 


The stockade built of cottonwood trees 


hauled two miles from the Republican River 
was 80 feet long and 60 feet wide and its walls 
were eight feet high. 


The fortress had a deep ditch similar to a 


castle moat surroundling it, and to cross the 
moat, a raft sturdy enough to support the 


weight of wagons and stock was built. The raft 
was pulled inside at night, cutting off all 
access to the stockade. A lookout also was 
erected inside the stockade to enable spotting 
of any moving object for great distances. 


Inside the stockade were five log houses 


with earthen floors and sod roofs. The logs 
were chinked with native clay for warmth and 
furniture was made from native timber that 
was hauled by oxen to Beatrice, where it was 
sawed into rough boards Beds were of native 
lumber, with willow boughs serving as mat- 
tresses 


The only recorded encounter with Indians 


turned out to be uneventful. In November of 
1870 one of the pioneers spotted and killed a 
buffalo near the stockade. He went off in 
chase of others while leaving the women to 
skin his kill Indians rode up minutes later. 
laughted at the terrified women and rode off 
without harming them 


That first winter saw 26 persons, including 


six women, seven children and 13 men living 
in the stockade Fortresses of that type were 
abandoned after the threat of harm from In- 
dians vanished

Officials Agree, End 
Road Transfer Dispute

State Highway officials Friday jawboned 


Seward and Saline County officials into agreeing 
that an 8 "4-mile county road between Friend and 
Beaver Crossing will be hard-surfaced and placed 
on the state highway system. 


The tentative settlement, verbally approved 


by the six county commissioners, ends an eight- 
month dispute over which of two stretches of 
county road should be traded to the state. 


The commissioners agreed to pass 


resolutions to that effect at their next meetings, 
thus allowing the State Highway Commission to 
accept the agreement at its Aug. 22 meeting. 


State Highway Commissioner Dave 


Breslow of Lincoln warned the Seward County 
commissioners of pressure they will feel for put- 
ting a road from Cordova to 1-80 on the state 
system and urged them not to back down. 


Parties to the agreement were Seward Coun- 


ty Commissioners Arthur Sell of Milford, John 
Ehlers of Utica and Wilbur Hackbart of Seward 
and Saline County Commissioners Joe Hojer Jr. 
of Dorchester, John Bartels of Western and E. S. 
Rycbecky of Crete. 


End Meeting Quickly 


Mindful of the fragile consensus he had 


engineered, Breslow adjourned the meeting 
shortly after the agreement was reached. 


As a salesman, Breslow said, he learned to 


get the parties to agree and then to get out before 
they have a chance to change their minds. 


Seward County commissioners had favored 


the Cordova road, while Saline County com- 
missioners wanted the Beaver Crossing-Friend 
road put on the state system. 


Two elements played a major role in 


reaching a settlement, one being an attorney 
general's opinion which virtually ruled out 


placing the Cordova road north on the state 
system as part of the trade. 


The state was obliged to pick up one of the 


two segments, since it was giving the 
maintenance of a Stt-mite stretch of road from 
the Beaver Crossing interchange at 1-60 north to 
Hwy. 34 to Saline County. 


ferdova Road Nixed 


The attorney general ruled out the Cordova 


road because it is not located at the Beaver 
Crossing interchange. 


The other factor was that the disagreement 


delaying the transfer was detrimental to 
proponents of both roads. 


Breslow advised the commissioners, "We've 


been over this more times than I care to 
remember. As intelligent gentlemen I think we 
can sit down and reach a compromise. There's no 
way we can build two highways only 3 mile* 
apart." 


Rychecky agreed, "The longer we watt, the 


higher the costs are going to be." 


State Engineer Thomas Doyle and Deputy 


Engineer Charles Nutter said work on paving the 
Beaver Crossing-Friend road would probably not 
be able to begin until 1978. 


The counties would have to pay for the 


paving of the road before it is turned over to the 
state. 


Under the proposed agreement, Seward 


County would pay for 5% miles of paving at a cost 
of $1.2 million. However, the state would credit 
Seward County $927,000 for the cost of the Beaver 
Crossing north to Hwy. 34 segment, leaving 
Seward County with a net bill of $317,000. 


Saline County would have to pay $571,000 for 


paving 3 miles north of Friend. The road would 
be built to state standards, and the counties could 
stretch the payments over several years. 


Farmers Protest Change 
In Silage Rule Application

The prospect of drought 


killing the corn crops caused 
sharp opposition to be voiced 
against changes in the federal 
farm program that were dis- 
cussed at the Legislature's 
Agricultural Committee hearing 
Friday. 


The law hasn't changed, but 


the rules for administering the 
disaster payment program have 
changed The change involves 
crediting the farmer with 
harvesting more than seven 
bushels of corn for each ton of 
silage he gathers from the field. 


In nearly every case this would 


cut off any hope of disaster pay- 
ment for the livestock producer 
who salvages the crop, but the 


farmer who plows his crop under 
would get the full disaster pay- 
ment. Livestock producers 
object to the arrangement as dis- 
criminatory against the 
cattleman. 


Dr. Paul Guyer of the UNL 


Animal Science Department told 
the committee that the drought 
silage had about 80% the feed 
value of whole corn silage, but 
cost a lot more to harvest and 
often was largely water. 


"It is very difficult to harvest 


and preserve this material as 
silage. Some farmers find they 
have only produced green 
manure they have to haul out to 
the fields to get rid of it," he 
said. 


Others testifying said the feed 


was all right for a maintenance

Polk — A family might think fortune was 


against them if one of their children had 
open-heart surgery, another was born with 
a cleft palate and a third died from a rare 
disease. 


But the family of Ralph and Marsha Red- 


man of Polk are just happy to be together. 


Five of the family's seven children have 


been adopted. 


After Wendy, 18, and Matthew, 16, were 


born, the couple was told an Rh factor 
would prevent them from having other 
children. 


"After we found out we couldn't have 


anymore, we decided to adopt one," Ralph 
said. "One thing led to another and we 
ended up getting a whole bunch more." 


The first two children the couple adopted 


had physical defects. Ben, 11, was born 
with a cleft palate and Jason, 9, had a con- 
genital heart defect. 


'Didn't Pick' 


"When you have one, you don't pick it 


out, so when we adopted, we didn't pick 
either," Ralph said. 


The three youngest family members, 


Shawni, who would be 7, Man, 4, and 
Danielle, 3, were foster children the couple 
took into their home, fell in love with and 
adopted. 


On Christmas eve in 1971, Shawni, who 


was being treated for an adrenal gland 
problem, died of a rare disease called brain 
swelling, Marsha said. 


It was a difficult time for the family, she 


says, but drew them closer together. 


Shawni was an American Indian as is 


Mari. 


Not A Fad Thing 


Not everyone should adopt a child with a 


physical problem or of another race, Ralph 
said. It shouldn't be a "fad thing, a status 
symbol or doing somebody a favor." 


"Today it's great, but when the novelty 


wears off and people don't come up and 
say how great you are, then what?" Marsha 
added, "It's an ongoing thing, you have to 
love them forever." 


The couple advises parents thinking of 


adopting children with physical problems 
to be sure of the financial obligation they 
are accepting. 


There was some confusion over getting 


aid for Shawm's medical expenses, which 


added to their grief, Marsha said. 


Family Accepted 


The children are teased occasionally by 


playmates, but the family has been 
accepted in Polk, according to Ralph, who 
has owned a well digging company there 
for nine years. 


"Any problems* the kids have, they help 


each other out with," he said. 


When a social worker came to the Red- 


man home and asked bow the family would 
feel about taking in an Indian child, the 
couple called the other children together. 


"They couldn't see what the big deal was 


anyway," Marsha remembers. "One of 
them said to the social worker 'Heck, we're 
all redmen anyway'." 


Ralph and Marsha are particularly proud 


of an incident that occurred in one of Wen- 
dy's high school classes during a discussion 
of racism. 


"Wendy got up and said Indians and 


others were no different than anybody 
else," Marsha says, "Later the teacher told 
me how proud he was of her." 


No one should adopt from the goodness 


of their heart, the couple say, but for the 
goodness it will add to their life.

Ag Group Hears Of Weed Control Snafu 


The Legislature's committee 


on agriculture learned a little 
more about the problems of 
musk thistle infestation in the 
state but little in the way of how 
to deal with the problem in its 
hearing Thursday. 


David Huffman, a farmer 


from Crete, suggested they simp- 
ly end the whole noxious weed 
control program and learn to live 
with weeds. 


Huffman told of being fined 


for lack of control of musk this- 
tle in a courthouse that had field 
bindweed growing against the 
side of the building. Both'are of- 
ficially declared noxious weeds. 


Glenn Kreuscher, state direc- 


tor of agriculture, said that a 
spraying program to cover all 


the land in the state could cost at 
least $6 million dollars a 
spraying. Kreuscher added that 
it could take three sprayings an- 
nually and still not rid the state 
of the weed. 


Woes Told 


Representatives of the city of 


Omaha, the State Department of 
Roads, and the board that con- 
trols state owned school lands all 
testified as to their financial and 
logistical problems in controlling 
the pest. 


"I think the Legislature must 


insist that each agency ask for 
enough money to control the 
weeds on their lands. I don't give 
a damn if the governor or 
anyone else objects to the cost, 


we can't ask farmers to sit out a 
jail term because of failure to 
control weeds and then allow 
state agencies to grow them 
freely," said Senator Loran 
Schmit of Bellwood, chairman of 
the committee. 


Kreuscher said a state law 


passed by the legislature this 
past session would aid the State 
Department of Agriculture in 
providing better guidelines for 
counties in operating their 
programs, and give the depart- 
ment authority to certify weed 
inspectors and set up training 
programs for weed inspectors. 


"We can't expect to get the job 


done by hiring people who are 
hired just to keep some old boy 
off the welfare roles. They must 


be qualified people," Kreuscher 
said. 


Kreuscher, Schmit, several 


farmers and officials all agreed 
that the real key to successful 
control was some better way to 
get rid of the weed. 


Research Urged 


Huffman suggested research 


on natural control, Kreuscher 
pointed to a federal cost sharing 
program and others suggested 
that the ?9 million dollar it 
might take to spray the state be 
given to the university for weed 
research while the state quit 
harassing farmers about their 
weed crop. 


During the noon lunch break 


Senator George Burrows of 
Adams said he would vote to kill 
the law if some way could be 
found to deal with the farmer 
who simply ignores the weeds 
and seeds the country side every 
time the wind blows. 


"Maybe we need some 


recourse for the farmers 
downwind from him. We 
definitely need better methods 
of controlling weeds of all kinds, 
this one in particular. Right now 
I would have to say the average 
farmer knows more ways to kill 
musk thistle than the university 
experts do," he said. 


Huffman said "if spraying 


would kill the darn things they 
would have been gone a long 
time ago." 


NAPE: Hike Objections To Beatrice Suit Due Sept. 4 
In Insurance 
Rates Due 


State employes are going to 


get hit by a 60% hike in the cost 
of their medical insurance 
coverage in November, an of- 
ficial with the Nebraska Associa- 
tion of Public Employes 
(NAPE) warned a legislative 
committee Friday. 


Roger

executive secretary, told the 
Legislature's Retirement Com- 
mittee that Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield underbid its original con- 
tract with the state and presently 
is losing money on it. 


The state presently pays $12.56 


per month for single coverage 
for participating employes; by 
law it can pay no more than $15 
per employe. 


For family coverage with 


maternity benefits, Schulz said, 
it will cost state employes an ad- 
ditional $34 monthly. That, he 
said, could wipe out any raises 
they've received. 


The state's contract with Blue 


Cross-Blue Shield expires in 
November. "Somebody is going 
to start screaming in January," 
Schulz said. 


Schulz said the state has saved 


$2.44 each month for every 
employe covered and should use 
that money to offset any in- 
crease in rates.

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Crime Panel Finds No Misconduct

No criminal misconduct was 


uncovered during a two-week in- 
vestigation into the handling of 
three federal grants intended to 
purchase police radio equip- 
ment. 


However, a $12,240 grant to 


the Nemaha County sheriff will 
remain frozen for at least 
another two weeks. 


"There are questions 


raised... as to whether free 
and open competition in the bid- 
ding process was allowed," said 
Jim Poster, attorney with the 
State Crime Commission. 


That grant brought a protest 


from General Electric after the 
Nemaha County Board decided 
to purchase its equipment from 


Motorola although the General 
Electric bid was 1785 lower. 


In a July 9 letter to the State 


Crime Commission, General 
Electric contended that its bid 
met the county board's 
specifications. 


"If there was any reason why 


the highest bid was better due to 
the equipment furnished, etc., it 
was not discussed or brought out 
during the commission (county 
board) meeting," General Elec- 
tric representative Charles 
Brown wrote. 


The investigation into the 


Nemaha County grant, a Douglas 
County grant and a City of 
Ralston grant was conducted by 
the grant review committee of 
the State Crime Commission. 


The commission voted to con- 


duct the probe after a 20-minute 
closed session during its regular 
monthly meeting two weeks ago. 


The committee said it closed 


the meeting to the public 
because it concerned allegations 
of criminal misconduct. Com- 
mittee members refused to 
name the source of the 
allegations. 


The committee also said 


Friday that it is interrupting 
procedures in another grant by 
ordering the City of Ralston to 
throw out one round of bids and 
solicit another. 


Specifications under which the 


bids were submitted were not 
reviewed by the Crime Commis- 
sion or the State Division of 
Communications, according to 
commission staff member Joe 


Moore. 


Ralston is receiving a grant of 


$14,075. 


Procedures for a Douglas 


County grant of 165,187 will 
proceed normally, subject to ap- 
proval of bid specifications by 
the commission and the State 
Division of Communications. 


Moore said that state and 


federal regulations require that 
bid specifications drawn up by 
local governments be approved 
by state and commission 
specialists. 


The specifications can be 


written in a way to unfairly 
eliminate certain manufactuters 
from the bidding, Moore said. 
The check by the specialists is in- 
tended to prevent this from 
happening.

larger investments than some 
small town businesses, a Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Extension 
economist reports. 


Larry Bitney said larger farms 


and inflation in land, building, 
machinery and operating costs 
require more money to operate 
commercial family farms today. 


In an analysis of 62 above- 


average sized farms in Nebraska, 
reflecting the situation on many 
family farms, the average total 
assets were approximately $500,- 
000. Bitney said. 


Farm acreage ranged from 579 


in northeast Nebraska to 1,070 in 
the central portion of the state, 
where about one-half the 
cropland was irrigated, he said. 


There was very little irrigation in 
the northeast and southeast, he 
added. 


Cash income ranged from 


$142,000 to $184,000 and cash 
expenses $130,000 to $134,000, he 
said. When adjustments were 
made for inventory change and 
home-used products, the return 
to labor, management and equi- 
ty capital ranged from $23,000 to 
$48,000. 


These returns reflect the 


return to resources which the 
operators and their families fur- 
nished to the farming operation 
during 1974, Bitney said. 


From this amount, operators 


must pay family living expenses, 
farm debt payments and capital

Omaha (UPI) - Storage

F i n a n c i a l leverage is 


measured by the debt/net worth 
ratio, he said. Although the 
farms in the analysis averaged 
.45 to .59 debt/worth, some have 
ratios of more than 4.0. 


Ratios of this magnitude allow 


operators to multiply returns to 
equity in good years and grow 
faster. But they also are 
extremely vulnerable because 
their equity could be wiped out 
in a bad year, he said. 


Most operators in this 


category are willing to take this 
chance in return for prospects of 
rapid growth in their net worth, 
Bitney said.

Memorial Hospital will be 


remodeled to house the city's 
police and fire departments. 


The three-story Great Plains 


Medical Center will have 100 
beds and will be able to accom- 
modate another 34 beds without 
additional construction.

JFK College Owes $785,000 


To Creditors Large And Small

Defunct John F. Kennedy 


College in Wahoo owes ap- 
proximately $785,000 to more 
than 300 creditors in several 
states, says Lincoln attorney 
Winfield Scott, including a claim 
of $148,552.89 filed on behalf of 
faculty members. 


Creditors have met with Fed- 


eral Bankruptcy Judge David L. 
Crawford in Lincoln. Merle 
Nicola of Omaha was appointed 
trustee for the unsecured cred- 
itors. 


The list of creditors mirrors 


the history of the college, which 
closed July 2 after 10 years and 
was the last of a national breed 
of innovative colleges. 


Claims range from $5.93 by a 


Salt Lake City consulting firm 
and $3.77 by a Wahoo jewelry 
store to the faculty claim and 
$53,510 owed the U.S. Office of 
Education for student loans.

Slumps To 
New Low 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


stock market, vacillating be- 
tween hope and concern over in- 
terest rate prospects, drifted in a 
mixed and scattered pattern for 
the third session in a row Friday. 


Trading volume slumped to 


another new low for the year. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials, up more than 7 
points at mid-day, wound up 
with a 1.95 gain at 817.74. For 
the week the average posted an 
8.76 loss. 


Losers continued 
to pre- 


dominate over gainers in the 
over-all New York Stock Ex- 
change count, with 841 issues 
declining and only 477 advancing 
among the 1,778 traded. 


The Big Board's composite in- 


dex dropped .18 to 45.92, and 
Standard & Poor's 500-stock in- 
dex was down .28 at 86.02. 


NYSE volume came to 11.66 


million shares, the smallest to- 
tal since 9.54 million changed 
hands last Dec. 24, when the 
market closed two hours early 
for Christmas Eve. 


At the opening, New York's 


First National City Bank posted 
its fourth quarter-point increase 
in the prime lending rate in the 
last two months, raising its basic 
charge on business loans from 
7'z to 734 per cent. 


But 
brokers 
noted some 


hopes that the recent upward 
pressure on interest rates might 
abate before long. 


Federal Reserve figures is- 


sued after Thursday's close 
showed virtually no increase in 
the nation's money supply dur- 
ing July. And the inference some 
Wall Streeters were drawing was 
that the Fed might thus not need 
to take any more restrictive 
steps in its credit policy to hold 
money supply growth within the 
limits it is aiming for. 


But for two of its com- 


ponents—Anaconda and U.S. 
Steel—the Dow would have reg- 
istered a decline. 


Anaconda jumped 3 to 18's on 


Crane Co.'s announcement of 
plans for an exchange offer for 
23 per cent of Anaconda's stock.

Democrats Disallow 
Nebraska Proposals 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Democratic Party's compliance 
review commission Friday 
turned down delegate-selection 
reform plans submitted by 
Hawaii, Idaho and Nebraska but 
approved plans for three other 
states. 


The panel also approved affir- 


mative action plans for five 
states and voted to hold a 
hearing on a challenge against 
Pennsylvania's delegate- 
selection plan. No date was set 
for the hearing. 


The 25-member commission, 


charged with monitoring party- 
wide reforms, approved 
delegate-selection plans sub- 
mitted by Arizona, Colorado and 
Illinois. They were the first 
states to have their plans ap- 
proved. 


Hawaii and Nebraska were 


found to be "not in compliance" 
with national party reforms. 
Idaho was asked to change only 
technical provisions in its 
delegate-selection plan in order 


to be in compliance. 


It also approved affirmative 


action plans — to increase par- 
ticipation by minorities, youths 
and women in party procedures 
— submitted by Louisiana, 
Maryland, Mississippi, Nevada 
and Vermont. Plans in 22 other 
states have been approved. 


Former New York City Mayor 


Robert F. Wagner, the com- 
mission's chairman, said the 
panel hopes to complete its com- 
pliance review of all state 
delegate-selection plans "by the 
middle of October." 


The commission also agreed to 


set up a subcommittee to draw 
up a monitoring form to help 
determine whether state 
delegate-selection plans comply 
with national party reform 
guidelines. 


Thus far, 25 states have sub- 


mitted delegate-selection plans 
to the national party commis- 
sion. Challenges have been 
lodged against eight.

PGA Leader Crampton's Career Missing Major Title 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) - Bruce 


Crampton has spoken of it many 
times. 


"The only thing missing from 


my career is a major title," the 
quiet, unassuming Australian 
veteran has said repeatedly, a 
wistful quality in the voice that 
still bean a trace of Us native 
Sydney. 


"I've achieved much more, so 


very much more, out of golf than 
I ever thought I would. But, yes, 
now, at this time of my career, 
I'd have to say I'd like to win a 
major championship. 


"It's the only thing I havent 


It's really the only thing 
ising." 
So Crampton, a dour, grim- 


faced competitor on the golf 
course but a pleasant, smiling 
man away from the fairways, 
took a major step in the fulfill- 
ment of his dream of glory with 
a spectacular but-character- 
istically—unsmiling 63 that pro- 
pelled him into a three-stroke 
lead Friday hi the second round 
of the 57tb PGA National Cham- 
pionship, last of the season's 
four major tests of golfing 
greatness. 


His sevenHinder-par effort 


over feared Firestone was a 
course record and a PGA Na- 
tional Championship record. It 
has been bettered only twice on 
the tour this year and put him in 
a commanding position to reach 


the only goal that has eluded 
him—a major championship. 


He's done the rest. He was the 


first foreign player ever to ac- 
cumulate $1 million in career 
earnings. He was the first for- 
eign player to win the coveted 
Vardon Trophy for the low 
stroke average on the tour. He's 
collected 15 American tour 
titles, including the Houston 
Open this year. 


And his round was a record 


both for the vast, sprawling 
acres of Firestone, 7,180 yards of 
the toughest golf course the 
touring pros encounter, and for 
this oU championship.
